As a 
graduate of the Salem Normal school her methods of instruction 
are unquestionable. With large sympathy for her work, a happy, 
faculty of governing with ease, and rare fidelity and justice in dis- 
charging all duties, she early secured the esteem of her pupils and 
the confidence of the parents, and the character of the school was 
predetermined.

DIVISION NO. 3. 


This school has been fortunate in being again under the in- 
struction of Miss Ida M. Slack, who has labored with the same un- 
tiring faithfulness so apparent in all her work last year. 

Miss Slack has tact in governing, readiness in instructing, and 
never shirks the work consequent upon so large a school. ‘The 
pupils have evidently been infused with the energy and _ persever- 
ance of their teacher, and are entitled to special praise for the 
prompt and thorough manner in which recitations have been given, 
and also for good deportment.

Not only in scholarship does Miss Green rank high, but her 
executive ability is excellent, and we have always found the school 
under her charge, wide awake and progressive—therefore emphati- 
cally a success.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


We are beginning to realize the fact that next to the mother the 
teacher exerts the most potent influence in preparing the child for 
after life —recognizing this, it follows that thoroughly equipped 
teachers and no others should be allowed to train our youth. 

_It has therefore been our aim to place in the school-room this 
year teachers amply able to instruct those who are to become men 
and women, how to see and love the beautiful in nature, in art, in 
good books, and in the common things of life; and not only this, 
but how to be faithful citizens, intelligent parents and home makers. 

Prof. Andrews, of Brown University, recently said, “For high 
and sure success in the ministry, in law, in medicine, and in jour- 
nalism an amount of study is now necessary very far beyond what 
would have sufficed a quarter century ago. 

‘“‘For teaching and professional positions the new demand is even 
more exacting.” 

Thus it becomes necessary for the teacher of to-day to employ 
all resources at her command in order to keep in touch with the 
newest things in the educational world—to rely on past success is 
fatal. 

Fred Gowing, superintendent of public instruction, and many 
other well known educators are doing much in response to a de- 
mand among teachers for professional reading and study. 

Whether we believe in new methods or not the demands of the 
times require a teacher to know something of the professional side 
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of her work, and in some states the law requires an examination in 
the history, theory and practice of teaching. 

Most if not all our teachers have attended the institutes held 
during the year. 

Believing our youth should be encouraged to give more attention 
to and obtain a better knowledge of the principles of government 
from the family, school, town up to the nation, we have introduced 
into our schools this year a system of charts on Civil Government. 

This, in the past has been studied only by a few aspiring ones, 
while the mass remained in ignorance; but an understanding of 
such subjects cannot fail to be of great value and usefulness to those 
who are to come forward and take their places in the active duties 
of life. | 

All our schools have gone forward without interruption except 
that in Division 4, which on account of scarlet fever was closed 
four weeks at the beginning of the winter term. 

Parents have co-operated with teachers for the success of our 
schools. 

Pupils as a rule have rendered ready obedience to the require- 
ments of teachers, and have been kind and courteous outside the 
school room—most of the older ones seeming to realize “It is not 
what you have that determines whether or not you are educated, but 
what you are.” 

In closing we would say that the teachers, with a single exception 
in the spring term, have shown a spirit of progress, zeal and fidelity 
to their trust, that calls for words of hearty commendation. 

We feel it our duty to publicly express our thanks to them for so 
cordially sustaining all plans for the improvement of the schools, 
and for considering the slightest suggestion towards that end as 
worthy of attention.
